Reading for Pleasure
School may be out for the 
summer school but that 
doesn’t mean your children 
can’t be learning. One way to 
learn is to read for pleasure. 
Here are a few tips on getting 
your children to enjoy reading 
books for fun:

1) Model reading for pleasure. 
Talk with your children about 
what you’re reading, make your 
enthusiasm for reading obvious 
to them.  Explain how reading 
gives you pleasure while helping 
you learn about life and the 
world.

2) Set aside a regular family 
reading time each day or week.

3) Make reading aloud a family 
activity. Read to your kids as 
long as they’ll let you, and when 
they’re old enough, take turns 
reading out loud.

4) Visit the library often and 
let your children pick out 
many different types of reading 
materials.

5) Limit television watching.

6) Play word games like

8) Read the same books as a 
family and talk about them 
afterwards.
